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GILLETT IS RE-ELECTED SPEAKER 
House Deadlock Is 


Finally Broken as 


Insurgents Give In 


Progressives Vote For Old Speaker and End 


Struggle On House Floor—Organization Is 
Completed and President Coolidge Will De- 
liver His First Speech -to Congress Tomorrow 


(By The Associated Press) 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 5.—Frederick H. Gillett, of Mas- 


sachusetts was re-elected speaker of the House today when 
the Republican insurgents voted for him for the first time 
since a deadlock developed Monday. 


The re-election of Mr. Gillett completed organization of 


the Sixty Eighth Congress and paved the way for President 
Coolidge to deliver tomorrow his first message to a joint ses- 
sion of the House and Senate, 


vhich met to draw up its report to the regular meeting of that 


If the insurgents decided to aban- 


domiheir fight after they had been 
assured by Representative Longworth 
of Ohio, the Republican leader, that 
opportunity would be afforded to free- 
ly offer amendments to the House 
rules. • From the start the insurgent 
group has maintained that Its real 
fight was for a rules revision. 


The break came on the first ballot 


today, the ninth taken for speaker 
since Monday noon. From the outset 
the insurgents had been casting 17 
votes for Cooper of Wisconsin, one of 
their leader and five for Madden, of 
Illinois. 


On the final ballot Gillett received 


215 votes 
Representative Garre.lt of 


Tennessee, the Democratic candidate, 
had 1ST and two voted for Represent- 
ative iladden. 


That gave Gillett a majority of sev- 


en votes. 
The Democrats voted solidly 
for 
Garrett. The 
two who voted for 


Madden were James of Michigan, and 
Reid of Illinois, both Republicans. 
Representatives Kvale, 
Indepen- 


dent, Minnesota, and Wefald, Farmer- 
Labor, Minnesota, who had supported 
Cooper, loted "preseftt" as did Gar- 
rett and Berger, Socialist, Wisconsin.

Mary Brennon, brought in by the lin- 
er 'Baltic 
Mary Brennon died at sea 
as the Baltic--w*s making her way- 
back to England on her last 
trip- 


Mary had been turned away from 
America, the refuge of the oppressed, 
the land of the free, the place where 
she waa seeking 
only 
temporary 


asylum that she might hide her ov,-n 
shame and spare the honor of her 
mother and father back in county 
Sllgro. for Marx' ^as a colleen, with 
raven hair and cheeks that once had 
the bloom of KHlarney roses in them- 


But when she came here a month 


ago Mary Brennon's fa*a 
was 
as 


pallid as that of a person long in 
prison. In her eyes was a dazed and 
haunted look. Mary, however, could 
not hide her secret. She was a. pris- 
oner, a prisoner of the world's con- 
ventions and the established morality. 
She was a fugitive, running 
away 


from the scorn of her neighbors, the 
possible condemnation of her own, 
parents.

MIAMI, Fla, Dec. 4—Regulation 


of bus truck lines was advocated by 
Dwight N. Lewis,- president of the 
Xational Association of "Railway and 
Utilities Commissioners, in hia an- 
nual address at the opening of the 
association's four day convention here 
today. 
Mr. Lewis pointed out that 


good roads have led to an increase in 
traftic through these 
methods 
of 


transportation, presenting a new fac- 
tor wfclch the railroads must recog- 
nize 


"The people like the bus service 


and demand at," he declared. 
"Ship- 
pers are using the motor trucks more 
"and more because of its door-to-door 
delivery and frequency of service. 
It is useless to attempt by restrictive 
legislation or commission or court de- 
cision to deprive the people of the 
service which they demand. 
These 


new agencies of transportation should 
be regulated for the protection of the 
public, competing carriers providing 
adequate service, and 
from 
them- 


selves. 


"So many men enamored of the 


possibility of great returns from bus 
or truck operation begin on the pro- 
ject with no financial responsibility, 
onJy to meet with disaster And dJssil- 
' .uslb'nnient.'" The,'service stops, and 
lC-3.s"niay -readily occur/a'rail 'farrier, 
by reason of the competition, has beeq 
forced from the "field, then the public 
suffers. 
Reg-ulatlons should 
be of 


,such a nature as will prevent any 
Sy-by-mght installation 
of bus and 


truck service anc that will insure 
continued operation. 
Of course this 


is all new and will work out in time." 


Mr. Lewis dwelt briefly" upon the 
rate question, saying:

tion of gasoline In the United States 
in October amounted to 659,060,670 
gallons, constituting a new monthly 
record, states the department of the 
interior as a result of etatistics com- 
piled by the Bureau of Mines. Not- 
withstanding thin record production, 
gasoline stock* on hand at refineries 
November 1 amounted to but 946,872,- 
683 gaHohs, a decrease of 25.832,149 
gallons, as compared with October 1. 


Gasoline in storage November 1 


amounted to 41.6 days supply at the 
October rate of demand. 
In com- 


parison with the situation on Novem- 
ber 1, 1922, the Bureau of Mines cur- 
rent figures show an increase of 20 
per cent, in the new supply of gaso- 
line,, an increase of 32 per cent, in the 
total demand, and an Increase of 31 
per cent, in the refinery stocks taken 
on the gallonage basis. 
The statistics indicate a substan- 
tial Improvement In the gasoline, sit- 
uation from the refiners point of 
view. The surplus stocks have been 
reduced to normal, taking into con- 
sideration the Increases in supply and 
demand.

Government Oil 
Lands Forced Out

WASHINGTON, Dec. 4. — Incidents 


which led to the creation in the hills 
of Montana of the "naval district of 
Salt Creek," were related today by 
George H. Shuler, state treaaur.gr of 
New Tork, to the 
Senate

Lands Committee in Its inquiry of the 
leasing of naval oil reserves. 


As a captain In the marine corps, 


Mr. Shuler commanded a detachment 
of four men •which was sent in Julj. 
1922, 
to oust alleged trespassers from 


the oil property. His detail, he said. 
following 
conferences 
with 
Major 


General Lejune commandant of the 
corps, who told him "a. very delicate 
job" -was in prospect, and Albert B. 
Fall, then secretary of the interior. 
to whom he was sent by th.e general. 


"The secretary told me an oil comp- 


any which had no right on the prop- 
erty, was drilling," he said, "and that 
it mttnst he stopped L"^O&l'd"h« ha<i 
talked to the president w.ho at first 
had opposed using force, saying an of- 
ficial of the oil company concerned 
was a friend of his and a contributor 
to the campaign fund. 
Mr. Fall said 


he expressed his opinion of the offi- 
cial mentioned and the president re- 
plied, 'he was all of that, I suppose, 
when he sent in his check," but finally 
agreed to the plan " 


Mr. Shuler said the dispossession of 


the drillers had been accomplished 
with serious opposition although the 
man in charge warned him that or- 
ders to keep every one 
off tne en- 


closed area in which the well was go- 
ing down would be enforced. 


"I told him my orders superseded 


his,'" the witness said, "and 111 order 
to give some force to the notices I 
posted I assumed the title of com- 
mandant. Salt Creek naval district. ' 


Ten minutes after the arrival of the 


detachment, he declared, operations 
had ceased and he had wired Wash- 
ington his orders had been carried 
out.

Jl,100 from the latter's partner in 
payment. 
Freight charges amount- 


ing to between JSOO and $900 were 
paid by him, the witness said. 


Willard Harris, who sold an ad- 


joining farm to Mr. Fall in Novem- 
ber. 1931. for JI1.500. toW the com- 
mittee he thought the price small for 
the place. During a nine year resid- 
ence. he said, his family had suffer- 
ed only one bag- year and the ranch 
was profitable when taken over by 
the secretary. 


Replying to questions by Senator 


Walah. Democrat. Montana. 
Harris 
said he had acted as agent for Mr. 
Fall in the purchase 
of additional 
lands aggregating €.000 acres and 
costing $33.000. Referring to the 
sale of bis own property, he said the 
Initial payment of $10,000 was made 
In cash brought to El Pasco by Mr. 
Fall In a 'small box. The size of the 
payment had net been agreed upon
